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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that Tanizawa does not disclose or suggest the features of claim 33, for example the limitation "a first gallium nitride 
layer having a first conductivity" since Tanizawa's top layer 5c is made of undoped GaN. 

Examiner respectuflly disagrees. Tanizawa teaches the composition of each layer 5a, 5b, 5c can be the same or different from each 
other, therefore 5c may be an N-type layer or an undoped layer. Claim 33 merely recites that said layer has a first conductivity type, 
therefore layer 5c meets said claim limitation since there is an associated conductivity type (undoped or N-type) related to layer 5c. 
Rejection of claims 33, 37-39, 41 are maintained. 

Regarding the arguments pertaining to the rejection of claims 42, 47-49, 51 , 53 and 55-59, they are moot because claims 42, 47-49, 51 , 
53 and 55-59 are allowable. 
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
